Members  of  the  Synagogue  and  their 
friends  are  invited  to  attend  the  special 
opening  of  the  Daily  Evening  Worship 
which  will  take  place  on  the  second  after¬ 
noon  of  Pesach,  Sunday,  April  25th,  at 
5:45  p.  m.  From  that  date  on,  worship 
will  be  held  daily,  except  Friday,  at  that 
hour,  and  w  ill  last  from  fifteen  to  twenty 
minutes. 

The  Synagogue  has  for  many  years 
sought  to  organize  a  daily  worship  such 
as  this,  and  Mr.  Isreal  B.  Oseas,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Ritual  Committee,  is  pleased 
to  announce  that  the  plan  is  to  continue 
the  service,  no  matter  howr  many  attend, 
throughout  the  summer  and  the  rest  of 
the  year. 

Mr.  Asch,  who  is  familiar  to  the  Syna¬ 
gogue  as  the  reader  of  the  Torah  during 
regular  Synagogue  worship,  will  con¬ 
duct  the  service  five  times  a  week,  and 
Rabbi  Kertzer  will  officiate  the  sixth

U. J.  A.  Sabbath  To 

Usher  in  Passover 

Pesach,  the  holiday  of  liberation, 
which  commemorates  the  Exodus  of  the 
Jews  from  their  slavery  in  Egypt,  will 
begin  its  celebration  this  year  on  Friday 
evening,  April  23rd.  The  attention  of  the 
Congregation  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
there  will  be  no  late  Friday  evening  ser¬ 
vice  on  April  23rd  or  April  30th  because 
of  the  Pesach  observance. 

Saturday,  April  24th,  has  been  des¬ 
ignated  by  the  Rabbinical  associations 
in  the  Lhiited  States  as  United  Jewish 
Appeal  Sabbath.  During  this  Sabbath 
morning  service,  Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg 
will  address  the  Congregation  on  “Out¬ 
siders.”  To  mark  the  observance  of  the 
second  day  of  Passover,  those  assembled 
will  hear  Rabbi  Morris  Kertzer  discuss 
“Morale  and  Freedom.”  Services  will 
also  be  held  on  the  mornings  and  even¬ 
ings  of  the  last  two  days  of  the  festival. 


Synagogue  To  Honor 
Rabbi  Steinberg  and 
Cantor  Putterman 

Fifteenth  Anniversary  Testimonial 
to  be  held  May  23rd 

A  reception  and  testimonial  to  honor 
Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg  and  Cantor 
David  Putterman  on  the  occasion  of 
their  fifteenth  anniversary  with  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  will  take  place  on 
Sunday  evening,  May  23rd,  at  the  Syna¬ 
gogue.  All  members  of  the  Synagogue 
will  be  invited  to  participate  to  honor 
the  Rabbi  and  Cantor  and  to  express 
their  gratification  with  the  association 
of  these  two  extraordinary  personalities 
with  the  Synagogue. 

The  details  of  the  program  have  not 
yet  been  fully  completed,  but  the  plans 
already  concluded  promise  to  make  this 
one  of  the  outstanding  events  connected 
with  the  Synagogue,  reports  Mr.  Sanford 
Cohen,  who  has  been  appointed  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Program  Committee.  Mr. 
Cohen  will  announce  the  program  in  de¬ 
tail  in  the  next  issue  of  The  Bulletin. 
Mr.  Saul  Godwin,  who  was  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Testimonial,  has  also  ap¬ 
pointed  the  following  sub-committees,  all 
of  which  are  functioning  to  make  this  a 
memorable  event:  Fund  Raising — Mr. 
Isidore  M.  Cohen,  Chairman;  Reception 
and  Collation — Mrs.  Harold  H.  Levin, 
Chairman;  Special  Testimonial  Gifts — 
Mr.  Jules  Haft,  Chairman;  Publicity  and 
Printing  —  Mrs.  D.  Leonard  Cohen, 
Chairman;  Invitations  and  Tickets— Mr.

According  to  the  plans,  liqueurs  and 
light  refreshments  will  be  served  in  the 
Vestry  Room  before  the  Testimonial 
program  is  begun  at  8:30  p.  m.  in  the 
Synagogue  proper.  Since  only  Synagogue 
members  will  be  admitted,  it  is  planned 
that  a  special  invitation  will  be  sent  to 
each  member,  and  this  will  serve  as  the 
card  of  admission. 
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From  the  Desk  of 
Rabbi  Kertzer 

1  was  very  much  interested  in  an  arti¬ 
cle  by  Rabbi  Jack  Cohen  in  the  current 
issue  of  the  Reconstructionist  dealing 
with  the  present  state  of  mind  of  those 
Palestinian  Jews  who  live  in  Kvutzot. 
cooperative  communities.  Rabbi  Cohen 
reported  that  as  these  colonies  have 
grown  in  size,  their  warmth  and  friend¬ 
liness  have  diminished.  There  is  a  great¬ 
er  desire  for  privacy — more  interest  in 
family  than  in  community  living. 

Rabbi  Cohen  described  the  effect  of  a 
gift  of  a  small  radio  to  a  member  of  the 
Kvutzah.  Ordinarily  all  gifts  are  shared 
by  the  entire  membership  of  the  colony. 
However,  there  is  a  growing  tendency  for 
a  member  fortunate  enough  to  receive  a 
gift  radio  from  America  to  keep  it  in  his 
room  and  retire  there  for  private  relaxa¬ 
tion. 

When  I  first  visited  Palestine  twelve 
\  ears  ago,  I  w  as  interested  in  the  psv- 
chology  of  cooperative  living.  An  Ameri¬ 
can  friend  of  mine  who  had  settled  in  a 
Kvutzah  was  my  host  when  I  visited  the 
Hederah.  I  asked  him  what  became  of 
his  passion  for  chocolate  ice-cream  sodas 
— could  he  obtain  permission  from  the 
group  to  indulge  in  that  particular  deli¬ 
cacy?  He  answered  in  a  matter-of-fact 
way  “1  no  longer  have  any  desire  for 
ice-cream  sodas.” 

Much  as  I  admired  the  Kvutzah.  1  felt 
that  I  personally  would  he  temperament¬ 
ally  unsuited  for  such  group  living. 


American  individualism  is  too  much  a 
part  of  my  make-up. 

Apparently  this  mood  of  individualism 
has  reasserted  itself  in  modern  Palestine. 
The  idyllic  life  of  a  small  cooperative 
colony  is  completely  successful  in  the 
first  generation  of  pioneers.  The  Spartan¬ 
like  atmosphere  of  the  frontier  gives 
way,  after  one  generation,  to  a  more 
bourgeois  way  of  life.  Rabbi  Cohen’s 
explanation  that,  as  the  colonies  in¬ 
creased  in  size,  they  took  on  all  of  the 
impersonal  aspect  of  our  capitalist  civ¬ 
ilization,  is  a  valid  one.  It  is  my  belief 
that  an  influx  of  Jewrs  from  Europe,  men 
and  women  who  have  lived  in  camps, 
Nazi  and  DP.  for  many  years,  must  have 
contributed  to  this  change  of  mood.  Col¬ 
lective  living  cannot  have  too  much  of  an 
appeal  to  a  man  who  has  not  been  alone 
for  years. 

1  feel  that  while  Palestine  promises  to 
offer  the  modern  world  new  patterns  for 
social  living.  1  doubt  if  they  w  ill  take  on 
the  radical  forms  of  the  pioneer  genera¬ 
tion.  Or  am  I  unduly  prejudiced  by  my 
bourgeois  background?

Three  Victor  records 
contain  all  the  beautiful  Passover  tunes 
from  Kiddush  to  Chad  Gadyo,  and  the 
records  may  be  heard  just  for  pleasure, 
or  to  assist  in  the  family  singing  of  these 
Seder  melodies. 

The  New  Reconstructionist  Haggadah, 
with  text  edited  by  Mordecai  Kaplan, 
Eugene  Kohn.  and  Ira  Eisenstein.  which 
won  such  favor  among  the  mam  congre¬ 
gants  who  used  it  in  previous  years,  is 
again  available  at  the  Synagogue  office 
for  the  sum  of  one  dollar.

Lecture  Series  Ends 

Miss  Marie  Syrkin  noted  educator, 
poet,  and  writer  addressed  Sisterhood 
on  “The  Future  of  American  Jewry”  this 
past  Tuesday  afternoon,  April  20th,  as 
the  concluding  speaker  in  the  current 
lecture  series.

At 
present  the  associate  editor  of  “The  Jew¬ 
ish  Frontier,”  she  spent  four  months  in 
1947  visiting  the  Displaced  Persons 
camps  in  Europe  and  was  a  delegate  to 
the  World  Conference  held  last  year  in 
Switzerland. 

Miss  Syrkin  discussed  the  influence  of 
Palestine  culture  on  American  Jewry  as 
well  as  the  possible  effect  the  Jewish 
State  will  have  upon  us  in  the  United 
States.

Because  members  of  the  Congregation 
have,  for  so  long  a  time ,  shown  an  in¬ 
terest  in  the  clubs,  the  Bulletin  is 
pleased  to  print  the  report  recently  sub¬ 
mitted  by  Mr.  Edwin  Schoffman,  director 
of  Youth  activities  for  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  Religious  School. 

“The  Young  People’s  clubs  of  The 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  (affiliated  with 
Young  Judea)  are  enjoying  a  success¬ 
ful  year.  There  are  at  present  five  well- 
organized  and  enthusiastic  groups  which 
have  developed  a  real  club  spirit. 

“The  Queen  Esther  Club  (ages  9-11), 
led  by  Miss  Hilda  Margulies,  meets  every 
Monday  afternoon  at  3:30  p.  m.  at  the 
Synagogue.  Their  activities  include 
simple  Palestinian  dances,  stories,  and 
games.  The  girls  presented  a  Purim 
play,  “Excuse  Us  Please”,  at  the  Sunday 
School  Purim  Assembly. 

“The  Palestinian  Art  Club  (ages  8- 
10) ,  led  by  Miss  Sara  Gotlib,  meets  at  the 
Synagogue  every  Wednesday  afternoon 
at  4:00  p.  m.
